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Historical Background 


Hnlory has its surprises. AusiraJia is loo big a conimeni 
to have ever been missed by explorers A continent, approxi- 
mately three million square miles tn area- about 32 times that 
of the United Kingdom and slightly Jess than that of the U S A , 
remained out of siglii for hundreds of years As far back as in 
the sixteenth century there were rumours among explorers of 
the existence of a continent in the Pacific, south of the Equator, 
but no attempt is recorded until the early seventeenth century 
to discover the unknown ‘Terra Ausifahs’* Explorations by 
!he English, Portuguese, Dutch. Spanish and French sailors 
in the eartv seventeenth century happened to be confined to 
the most barren land of the continent They did not result 
in any setllemeni. Captain James Cook who uas commissioned 
by (he Royal Society of London to lead a scientific expedition 
to Tahiti to make astronomical observation of Venus’ orbit 
around the sun (June 1, 1769) xvas asked to sail further south 
to discover more about the httle-known continent. He reached 
the east coast of Australia on August 23, 1770 and hoisted 
the English flag lO Posseision Island taking formal possession of 
Exstcrn Australia m the name of (he king of England 


Spread of Settlements 

History! has Its paradoxes too jfjt ^as ibe search for 
freedom that brought the early Filgnm Fathers to the shores of 
ancient America, it was the search for a dumping ground to 
get rid of convicts and unwanted men that first opened the 




gates of Australia for settlement Taking a cue from the re- 
ports of Captain Cook about a Mnbfc sctlltment m the countr>, 
the British Parliament decided to make an experiment ofa eonsict 
colony in the taslcm coast A fleet of cicsen ships carrjing iht 
first batch of criminals numbering 726 and about 304 Briiish 
explorers, under the command of Captain Arthur Phillip, 
anchored at Port Jackson (now, Sydney Harbour) on Jsnuarj 
26, I78S This day on which the Briiish flag was unfurled on 
the Australian soil js now commemorated as ‘Australia Day* 
or the ‘Foundation Day* 

The First settlers occupied a narrow strip hemmed in 
between the Pacific and the great wall of Blue hfountains 
Among them wcrefirmcf< artisans and skiJIed workers The set. 
tiers had the toughest jobs to keepihemseltes going, and under- 
standably their first urge was to find a way through the moun- 
lams to the sa»i fertile plains rolling westwards They suecce 
ded in It and began pushing into the interior for agriculture 
Meanwhile explorers by sea had mapped out the shape of the 
new comment by circumnavicating it Midshipman rjmdcri 
named the continent ‘Australia* 


The earl) character of the sclilcmeni was soon submer 
ged m the tide of free settlers They arnscd'intwo waves 
Thefirst wave armed m between 1820 and 1840, svere 
farmers and scomen from Cnpbnd They adopted 
pastoral life to which they were accujtomed m ihcir 
home country Introduction of a special variety sheep called 
‘Merino m 1796 had already tmdc wool industry profiiab'e 
The rapid growth of wool industry arierilic 1820$ made It an 
important base for Australian economy Because slieep-faitn 
ing required >-3\t f elds and a small work force, each colony 
fended to des clop a Single urban centre, usually near a port

Melbourne in the Port Phillip dutnet »n the then New South

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The second wave of free ceHkK arrived in the 1859s

.Germany It was the discovery of large gold deposits m 
^ New South Wales and Victoria that lured them 'Gold Rush’, 
as this migratory movement is called, was important m many 
’’ ways It altered the ethnic composition of the population 
^ It also efTecfcd a change m social structure Until 1860 the 
'squatters’, as the wealthy and socially prominent clement m 
the Australian society was known, were in power Gradually 
power shifted over to enterprising 'diggers’, ‘gold challenged 
wool’. Gold mining and allied activities gave a (lllip to trade 
[ unionism which created on atmosphere conducive to the growth 
of democracy 


By 1860 a new economic pattern began to emerge Craze 
for gold subsided Priority shifted over again to agriculture 
and farming to feed the population which bad increased from 
4 5,000 in ISSOto 1,146,000 m 1860 Government and private 
enterprisers invested more and more in wheat farming sugar 
cultivation and dairy farming Production moved ahead with 
the mechanisation of agriculture A net-work of railways 
built at this time boosted trade and industry And as domestic 
market expanded, the idea that the future of Australia depended 
on manufacturing mdusines gamed strength

emergence of a new class of free settlers, trade unionism 
and a growing economy inevitably paved the way for liberalism 
and consequent movement towards seir»govcrnmcnt The 
continent was no longer an exclusive colony t^or convicts New 
generations without the stigma of crime attached to them had 
come up and they demanded self government By 1840 convicts 
and their descendant constituted only 25% of the population as 
a result of cessations of transporlatiOD of criminals from 
England in 1838 m response to public demand However, it con* 
tmued onadimmishiDgscale for another twenty years to the 
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remoter colony of West Australia The Constitutional * 
ofl842 8a\c seJf joNtrntnm to New South Wales In 185 
the Bniuh Parliament passed the Australian Colonies Goscrii 
menl Act uh ch alloued the Australian colonies to hase thei 
own leEulaturc. In the same year Victoria separated Iror 
New South Wales and formed its own government Th 
Southern Australian settlement also tecened its chnner of self 
gosernmcnl at the same time Nan Dieman’s Land became 
Tasmania, and formed us representative government in 1835 
Thus SIX aulonomeus states developed along much the same 
political and social lines Since all the stales had similiar prob- 
lems, they tended to imitate each other’s solution

midst of world Wide financial depression of 1890$ n serious 
shipping, shearing and mining strike erupted in Australia 
The effects of the strike were intensified by tremendous draught 
which reduced the number of sh^ep and ciiile In the turmoil 
trade unionism grew m importance and the fint pehtieally orient* 
ed Labour p^ri) emerged 

Recover) from the derresMOO of 1890$ was rcavonably 
quick mainly due to rising c*pori prieei The economy bright- 
ened up In 1897-1898 a convention met to draft a fedeial 
constitution In 1900 Britain accepted n federal political frame 
work for Auvlraha ard Ihe Commonwealth of Aiistralii 
carre into beirg on Jinuirv I. 1901

A sipnificnnt development between 1901 ard the out- 
break of World War-I wis the political impact of the Labour 
party organiz'd m 1891 Trad* Unions saw the need for 
poliiKal support for social wclfiTc legislation but the Labour 
part), representing the trail’- unions cntercj'i'cu'erai'pormcs 
reluctantly It felt thebest prospects for success lay in mfluen* 
cing the state goiernmenii As a result of Labour persuasion, 
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ihe government was forced to adopt a While Australia* policy 
by which orjcnials were to be kept out But impleirenlation 
of Labour programme was halted for want of the electorate's 
approval In 1915 there was a split in the Labour party over 
the question of conscription, and a National party under the 
leadership of Prime Minister William Morris Hughes emerg- 
ed, polii'cally opposed to the Labqur party. Hughes fought 
against the League of Nations* proposal to replace the White 
Australia policy by racial equality. Afrer the War, the govern- 
ment came under the coalition ol ibe Nitionalists and a new 
party called the Country party War production o\er, there 
was a post-War recession, exports declined and industries 
slackened The world wide depression of 1930s hit Australia 
hard due to lall in export prices. Labour regained power m 
1929 but Jost m 1931, Unable to overcome ilic depression situ- 
ation The formation of (he United Australia parly helped to 
meet the situation with sound finance The period from 1920 
onwards was a period of renewed vitality By the time of World 
War-Il, Australia under Prime Minister Robert Gordon Men- 
lies had considerable industrial and war potential ond helped 
the war efforts by supply of men and ic»oufces m a greater 
degree than during World War-I. 

The War shelled the policy of aloofness in foreign affairs 
sccvK<: which was csrabfisfted oni’y 
m 1935 was largely nt British hands in return for Australia's 
defence The deseloprnenis in the Pacific leading to the 
bombing of Pearl Harbour by the Japanese had aroused a 
consciousness of danger from a quarter which was not foreseen, 
and Australia turned to U S A when Brimin failed to provide 
assured defence When Singapore fell to the Japanese in 1942, 
the course was set for greater Australian U S collaboration. 
Robert Gordon McnziC:, lead a coahuon gosernment (ofthe 
Country party and the Liberal party) when took over from the 
Labour party He assumed control of additional powers over 
the Mate«, he also made a beginning m relaxing immigration 
regulations By 1950 Australia established diplomatic tela- 
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Hons With many countri« She tooJc active interest la 
formation of the U N and the Indonesian Republic. Hsreti 
Holt became the Prime Mxasler in 1966 ant! coatiaued fcs 
predecessor s policy until! h»s death m 1967 The pretet 
Prime Minister John Jlorlon succeeded m Januarj 1961 
He IS pledged to continue Holt s foreign pol cy 



The Land and People 


The history of Australia has been greatly influenced by 
her geographical position and environment Australia is the 
hstofall countries to be discovered and this i^as due to her 
remoteness from other parts of the ssorld This island conti 
Rent in the southern hemisphere is bounded on the north by 
the Timor Sea and the Arafuta Sea. on the east by the Coral 
Sea, the PaciBc Ocean and the Tasmanian Sea and on the 
south and west by the Indian ocean Bass Strait separates the 
island of Tasmania from ibe Australian mam land As might 
be expected in such a large continent, the climate and terrain 
IS of ^wildcring variety The country contains some of the 
oldest and most stable porCiors of the earth s surface Some 
geologists are of opinion that Australia must once have formed 
pact of an ancient continent known as Gondwana land con* 
sislnig of Africa, parts of Indian subcontinent, Brazil, and 
Australia The land consists of three mam regions the Wes* 
fern Plateau, the central lowlands and the eastern highlands 
The Wesfern Plateau occupies approximately the western half 
of the continent It has an average elevation of about 1,200 feet 
Mote than one third of the country is a hot desert having ram 
faU 10 inches or less Less than one-third has rainfal! 
betv>een 10 and 20 inches, and may be classified as semi 
arid Only a small proportion has rainfall over 30 inches 
A mountain range follows the eastern coast at an average dis 
tance of about fifty miles from the sea The panoramic green 
belt between this mountain range and the coast has compara* 
tivc}> higher rainfall A much smaller green belt fills the south 
western corner of the continent The re>l grades into a dead 
desert at the centre Because of the limited rainfall over a 
large area and other unfavourable chmattc factor^, the popu* 
lation is concentrated mainly m the more equable areas in the 
east, south east and ibe somh*west

When wliitc people came to Ausirali’i ll.ercwerc about 
500 aboti'ginal tribes of about 300.000 people, but there ate 
noM not more than 47,COO of them. Australii has much cause 
for pnde and interest ?o her aboriginal race, which from the 
earliest d.i)s has been of great serMCe to Turopeans, without 
gaming much ifl return. A comparai»vcI> ‘mall proportion 
of them remain irul} nomads still while the majority have 
gravitated towards various settlements In recent jears there 
have been improvements tn iheir life and habits which ma> 
well assure them a permanent, useful and interesting place in 
the life of the eouiitrj Lmer, with ibe sweeping cl ange in 
the complexion of the poputatmn owing to population growth, 
migration and economic factors, a tendency for urbanization 
set in

from all over Australia and abroad 

Melbourne (population 2.200,000) is gracious, famous 
for Its broad streets lined with trees, and botanical gardens 
stretching from the centre of thecit^ Tt is a centre of com 
mercc and industry Cheap power from the brown coal de- 
ports of the Latrobe Valley has attracted many industries to 
Melbourne It is also a cultural centre The Victorian \it 
Centre has a fine art collection 

The other four state capitals have their own distinctive 
character Brisbane (population, 710,000) is a tropical city 
known for its bougainvillaea, hibiscus and fragipani Adelaide 
(population. 726,000) is a planned city with wide streets and 
broad parklands Penh {population, SOO.f'OO) takes its charac- 
ter from Its Mediierranean climate and its isolation from other 
capitals Hobart (population, 11^,000) reflects the quiet 
charm of its early Gcorgcan archifcclure Darwm (population, 
20,261) IS the administrative capital of the Northern Territory 
Ii is a colourful town of many nationalities which enjoys the 
relaxed life of Ihc tropics 

The Australians of today constitute a dvnamic people 
wuh a robu>t outlook on life reflcctins the qi aliiics that have 
gone into the making of ihcir hi>totj They have produced 
a new pattern of comiiumly life sprung from tne new environ- 
ment which may almost be identified as typically Australiin 



Focus on Migration 


Like Canada. Ausfratia is a land of immigrants. A century 
und a half of immigration has brought into the land people of 
difTcrcnl slocks mainly Turopcan, with different inherited ideas 
and outlook The u elding of the immigrants, in ihemsehcs 
a \atitty of apparently incompatible types, into a nation v.nh 
a comn on was of life and outlook is an achievement of which 
every Australian can be proud of The country they came 
to occupy was in startling contrast to everything they had 
Vnovn in their Itiropcan homelands. The soil, seasons nnd 
segetation were alt unetpected. unfamilnr. and m some respects 
repellent Tlie feeling of remoteness and loneliness was oppres* 
sue Variations in climate were anything hut to which they 
had been accustomed Tution oldifTercnt ethnic groups, hnw» 
ever, was mndeensicf by the very haz.-)rds of the country and 
the common dangers they badlomeei m their new environ» 
ment 

Migration from Asia 

Until the ‘gold rush' of 1850s Ausiralnn popuLitlon con- 
sisted entirely of the iboriginal tribes and the d'-seendants of 
the early settlers The ‘gold rush’ brought in not only 
other European adventurers from Tfance, Germany, Spain, 
Holland, etc. but also the Cluncse It u estimated that there 
were as many 3> 42 OJO Chinese m the Victoria gold fields at 
thciim-ofihe ‘gold rush Most of them went back to China 
when the alluvial gold was cabausied The Chinese were never 
interested n permanent settlement The only district which 
received any suhstaniial number of Chinese as permanent 
settlers was the high rainfall area in the Queensland coast, 
centering around the now flourishing town, Innisfail. Most 
of the Chinese in this district became Christians, inter married 




with the whites and readdy nssimdatrd with the Australian 
population Descendants of the Chinese lo this district engaged 
m commerce, and not in farming Now they constitute some of 
the wealthiest and highly regarded families Accoiding to 
the 1954 census, the Chinese m Australia numbered 10,000 
The Chinese have always excelled as market gardeners, furniture 
makers, store keepers, and domestic Iclpers That US A. 
was encouraging the Chinese settlements lo California and 
Honolulu at the lime of the gold rush’ must luve created a 
more fa\ojrable attitude towards them in Australia also 
Gradually Chinese migration began lo be looked upon with 
resentment In the beginning of the nineteenth century Chinese 
migration was checked 

When sugar cane cultivation began in Queensland, it was 
taken for granted that while men could not do field work in 
this climate, and the Chinese settlers who found that they 
could make good living as traders, cooks, gardeners etc , were 
not willing to undertake it cither Therefore, 'indentured 
labourers* from the Pacific Is! mds were brought m In 1907 
these islanders aod their descendants known as Kanakas were 
gnen the opportunity of repatriation Most of them went 
back and the minority who decided to remain assimilated with 
the Australian population 

The Japanese immigrants constitute mainly merchants asso 
ciated With the wool industry Another group of Japanese work 
m tie tropics and keep the pearl industry ali\e Japanese crafts- 
men are hardworking people and have contributed significantly 
to Australian industries 

No large scale mignijon of Indians occurred m the nme- 
tetnlh century thoagb India bad contacts witb Austraba 
In spite of slow communication by ships rounding the Cape, 
Australia helped the British rule la India by supplying contm 
gents to nip the 1857 Indian Mutiny in the bud Because of 
the restriction of coloured immigrants, there could be no large- 



scale imrrjj^aijon of Indians l»H ihe earl> twentieth cenlufy. 
According to 195'J census there were 15,000 Indians in 
Ausirain After the telaKaiion of immigration regulations 
in 1966, 6342 Indians have been approved for migraiion to 
Australia, now Ii dians form the hrgest single ethnic group in 
the ron European community (Refer Table B) 

Besides the Chinese, other Asians vvho came to Australia 
were a fc-A men v.bo described themselves as Afgans Thes 
made good living, before the advent of mofnr transport, in 
operating cornel transport in Central Australia which is too 
dr> to support horses 

Micration from Forope 

The only Europeans who migrated to Australia in an> 
appreciable numbers cn the moeicenth century were the Cer* 
mans Most of them scitkd m Sooih Anstraln and a few 
in Quecn'IanJ The descendants of these Germans remained 
a closed community but eventually iJennned themselves with 
the AusiraJians In World War-l n gie-t m,iny of Geiman 
de>eendants fought in the Australian army, and there was 
hardl) an trace of pro-German sympaihv It was they who 
started the first woollen mills m Lobeilnl A large wmery was 
also started by them near Tonunda The German population 
which was 8S63 by 18(9, reached 31.000, according to census 
in June 1954 

In 188’ ihc liahars bid a leltlement in New South Wales 
and they had played a worihy part m devclopirg the North 
Coast dislfi.t In fS9I, they were encouraged to enter Queens- 
ItJid as bbcwntrs in she ca wfietds When UbA restricted 
immigration, many Iialiins Roelcd to Australia in the 19203 
and naturally sciileJ down in the northern cjnchelds near 
their country men First v.omc were the Maltese who could 
claim Bntiih naiioiaJitv Th' Italians showed special apti- 
tude for bard physieansbour in a hot chmafe They showed 



great capicity for (earn «ork anJ cooperatjon Unl»ke the 
Germans, the Italians were co nplctely assimilated with the 
Austrahan popu).ition in a single generation Their popula- 
iK n accoidmg to census m June 1954 was 92 OOO 

The Greeks mIio came in successive imnugriiion waves 
tended to cluster m the atics Thcir stronghold is Sydney 
from where two Greek newspapers arc publi‘hed Mans of 
thefsh and fruit shops and the cheap lodcmgs m Sjdney and 
Melbourne are run by the Greeks The number of Greeks 
in the population according to census m June 1954 was 18,000. 

The Jews also (ended to flock to capital citws They 
constitute valuable citizens According to l‘'2l statistics. 
87% of Australian Jews lived m six capiial cities 40% being 
in Sydney 

In addition (o the above races the Auvtnhan population 
according to census taken in June 1954 consisted of 49,000 
Polish, 22,000 Russians, iSOOOJugo Slav and 17,000 Dutch 
Each of these has played a characteristic role in the develop, 
ment of the country's economy The present population 
IS 95% British origin 

Migration and Population Growth 

The aboriginal population of Australia has alwajs evaded 
inj slitisticil verification Their mimbcr at the tune of (he 
Turopcan settlement was estimated at 300,000 Now they 
live mainly in the north western pari of Western Australia, 
north eistern region of Queensland nnd Northern Territory 
Their growth rate is very low -as low as 005% a year, and 
their present number is estimated to be about 47,000 

Regular statistics is available of the populition of white 
inhabitants from the period of scitJemcnl to enable a periodi- 
cal review of Its growth The population of European and 
mixed descent had risen from 1030 at the end of 1788 to 2056 



at the Cl d of 1790 In the nett two decades the growth was 
not propotnonate In IStOthe population rose to only ll,5f6. 
Between ISlOand 1820 u had irtblcd The jntroductinn of 
wonwn settlers tnto a population hilherto oscrwhelminjly male

to a rate of 1% ornearly 100,000 per >c3r, which rate will. 
It IS presumed, be maintained fairly steadily into the future 

Australia Needs MoreManponcr 

Attraction of high wages is one of the major factors that 
ftsour immigration to Australia Australia rs a highw age country 
The level of wages is at least 25% higher than British, and pro- 
bably not far out ol line with the level of wages jn Canada 
New Zealand and other countries The immigrants b ought 
with them trade-union ideologies which began to sprout m the 
new soil Even before Federation, the StdJc Governments had 
become aware of the need to avoid social ills and Ind introduced 
a code for factories and a minimum wage When the Federal 
government was established, a system of compulsory arbitration 
for the settlement of industrnl disputes was introduced with 
fair conditions of work The industrial interests of the workers 
were safeguarded by the Labour in State and Federal politics 

Austral a stands today in an enviable position of having a 
large unsaturated comment strctchinginw'ards at her disposal 
with by no means the largest population il can support Even 
in the last decade of this century, the North-West had been 
branded as a ‘land bejond the Never-Never’ Today, conditions 
have changed and one can sec a break-through in all spheres

The Australia’ Policy 


Whoever m India Visualises Tn opporiunuy to migrate to 
Australia IS lihely to be inliigued bv the problem "how to 
make peace with 'White Australia’ policy ' There can be no 
doubt that the image of Australia suffers on account of this 
controversial policy, but much of the criticism against it will be 
belter comprehensible if the underlying forces are understood 
m the proper per<pecti\c 

Policy takes Shape 

Re capitulation of some of the events that influenced 
migiation during the pre Federation period will be iJlommat« 
mg One of the conspicuous features about migration to 
Australia is the tendency for migration and economic develop- 
ment to come almost simultaneously in sudden \ lolent waves with 
long periods of quiescence m between When the transport 
of convicts from Britain to the Australian colonies ended, some 
employers sou^t to bring m workers from Asian countries to 
reduce labour shortage The 'gold rush' m the mid nineteenth 
century brought substantial number of Asian workers to 
Australia During the 1860s the net immigration was at the rate 
ori%ajear Inthc early years of mieration Britishers as 
well as Asiatics were lured by the discovery of gold deposits 
In those day's there w'as no wide spread feeling against migrants 
from the orient Some 20,000 Chinese had migrated to 
Victoria by 1857, and there were sooa about 13,000 in New 
South Wales The Chinese lived as closed communities and 
aimed at taking as much gold as possvWc to tbevt country 
Gradually their presence created serious social disturbances, 
nois against the Chinese compehtion broke out The colonies 
had power to make independent fiscal and immigraiioo policies 
In tS56 Victoria passed mlricine legislahon against the 



Chncsr, New South Wales and Queeadaod followed joon. The 
labour vo'ers who tcscnicd the Chinese compettuon argued 
that It was necessary to creates federal government with a single 
immigration Jaw, because tlicj were afraid otherwise the Chinese 
could taVe advantage of the !aw of any colony, ami once entered 
would freely travel anywhere in Australia The recruitment, 
of Pacific Islanders as indentured Jabourers for the Queens- 
land canefie'ds beginning in 1S63 and continuing over n period 
of 40 years, aho caused verv serious concern as the colonies 
developed towards Pederation Recruitment, employment 
and living conditions aroused ever increasing controversy as well 
as Governmental controls Opposition grew against the entry 
or any worker who was ready to accept comparatively lower 
wages It was in these circumstances tliat m 1877 a steamship 
company employed Chinese oncoaital ships at a rate consider* 
ably lower than Australnn seamen*! rates, and seamen’s strike 
led to wide*spread and intense feelings 

These and other developments iniroduccd a general de 
mand for a national immigration policy and its cdministnlion 
A policy of virtual esclusion of non Europeans was adopted m 
the r«dcralPafliamcnt with near unanimity However, even 
in those days when the Rritivh opinion did not have to bother 
very much about what the restof the world thought, it was 
understood that legislation specially tscludmg miEtauti from 
any particular country vvoufd cau’c diplomatic embarrassment 
to the British Government So oi the lime of federafion 
Australia did not enact any ‘White Australia' legislation as such, 
as It gcacTally believed even by Australnns, but the accepted 
policy left considerable discretionary powers with the Minister 
to apply the principle of exclusion at his will This aspect 
figuTM ina humornuv incident quoted below related by Colm 
Qarl. forncrly Under Secretary of State for Labour and In-- 
dusiiy and Economic Adviser to the Government of Queensimd 
m hiv book 'Auvirahan Hopes and Fears'. 

“Less eapected was my own experience when visiting 



an Asian countrj (not India) to transact some official 
business 1 was met b) an officiaJ of the country’s 
Foreign office s%ho immediately began asking about 
the ‘White Australia* policy. Making as diplomatic a reply 
as I could, I said that Australia did not have a speciGc 
Act of Parliament on this subject, merely discre- 
tionary powers for the Minister to make adminisi- 
ralne rules about the immigrants whom he would 
admit ‘I am \cry sorry to hear that’, the official 
gravely replied, *I bad hoped that Australia bad 
some legislation which we would be able to copy 
without too much offence, in order to Keep the Indians 
out of our country *’ 

The Immigration Restriction Act passed in 19D1 embodi- 
ed provisions enabling the Government to implement Ibis 
policy at its discretion Asians viete excluded by adminstrative 
action on the Minister's part The Minisicr for Immigration 
was empowered to exclude any person under the terms of a 
particularly grotesque clause m the Act, which entitled him to 
impose a dictation test m any European language It is mter- 
estiog to remember that this rule nearly broke down on one 
occasion, when the Minister was seeking to exclude a certain 
European visitor on political grounds, this visitor was capable 
of passing a dictation test in every European language they 
could think of, finally a police sergeant relieved the situation 
Uc gave him a test in Gaelic (a European language of minor 
importance) 

Three factors which are peculiar to Australia come to 
the picture when examining the 'White Australia’ policy 
Geographical isolation is a salient factor which explains Aust- 
ralian people’s seemingly parochial outlook and ignorance about 
the neighbouring Asian and other peoples. Bordering the country 
on the north arc about 440 miUton Indians, neatly 4SQ mxUvoo. 
Chinese and a hundred million Japanese The Empire of 
Japan once reached to the borders of Australia Yet, the rank 
and file of Austtahans, for considerable period, knew nothing 
of these environments or of their effect on the security of the 



Auslrahan inhabitants. The existence of the huge ow* 
populated areas to the north menacing their countr> matte'cJ 
little to them, though that indeed was much that ms rcallj 
geographic about Australia itself 

Another factor which promoted the parochial outlook « 
Australian pre occupation with problems of local development 
Australian attitude to overseas countries a»uld not tale a 
tangible shape owing to divisions in Australian domestic poiitia 
and the loo frequent conccoiraiion of parties and people upon 
developments at home Toreign affairs was of little concern 
to the common people When the war broke out, they showed an 
undue dependence on the Roj d Na\7 and other resource^ of 
(he Rritfsh Tmpire ligluing shoulder to shoufJtfi" wjthJlritons 
and displaying a sense of solidarity and loyihtj to them to 
preserve the common cause of deniocrac) 

A third factor ivhtch influenced Austrah'in ittilude to* 
wards people of neighbouring countries is her rawiat lies with 
Britain and her Anglo-Sason outlook Tliese tended to retard 
closer relations with non British people TJus pro British 
feeling was carried to such an evtent that v.htne'*er the ques- 
tion of immigrjtiO'i was considered an ccoopmic necessity, 
Australia thought of filling up the continent with British, or at 
any rate. ‘white’ or turopean settlers, rather than allowing 
the nation to be 'swamped' by Asiatics, wlo they considered 
were comparatively of low standard of living The cumula* 
live effect of all these factors was the adoption of the 'While 
Ausfraha* policy 

The lack of knowledge of Asians betrayed a lack of sense 
of woild comiounjiy. For most Australian’s the outbreak 
of florid War— I wav a sharp challenge to p/eocupation with 
local development and too excessive reliance on Bniiib policy, 
shaped and directed m London Serviccon Eurfipfan batilcfi- 
elds gave the right to participation tn the councils of peace, but 
domestic polities in the early post-war years conlioued to throw 



organised labour into an isolaiiomst mood Amtralian 
politician? gave mere lip service to their membership of the 
League of Nations In fact, Australians remained substantially 
ignorant and largely indifferent to the major issues of the League 
of Nations in the first ten years of its history It was onl> after 
the Second World War that a better sense of world community 
dawned on certain sections of Australian people which found 
expression in the criticism of ’White Australia* policy 


Second World War— An Eye Opener 


The confrontation with a major oriental power in the 
second World War aroused the Australian people to a realisa- 
tion of dangers as well as opportunites of iheir geographical 
position The rapid sequence of e\ents from the attack of 
Pearl Harbour to the fall of Singapore came as a rude shock 
to the complacency of most Australians In the years immedi- 
ately following (he Second World War, Australians became 
more and more mindful of ibeir peculiar geographical situation 
The official policy of the Australian Government also reflected 
a national realisation of the signiflcant pattern of Australia s 
immediate geographic environment Simultaneously it showed 
trends of a new consciousness among Australians of the need 
to consider more carefully the repercussions of Australia’s 
policy, domestic and foreign upon countries to her ‘near north’, 
if not elsewhere The Second World War had revealed the 
markedly charged conditions of the world strategy where 
excessive reliance on British policy would have no more the 
same relevance A stronger and better informed sense of world 
community replaced the old parochialism The old apathy 
and indifference to (he affairs of (he outside world gave place 
to a recognition that Australia woufd be deeply alfectcd 6y 
major developments overseas and that she could make subs- 
tantially elTective contribution towards the larger issues of the 
world affairs by pursuing an independent national policy, espe 
ciaUy m regard to her neighbouring countries

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The 1966 Reforms 


Following a comprehensue review of the immigration 
policy, the Commonwealth Government, in March 1966, deci- 
ded upon two further measures which constitute some impor- 
tant reforms, not, however, departing from the fundamental 
principles of the immigration policy 

First, It was decided that non-European people who had 
been initially admitted to Australia as temporary residents 
(holding temporary pennil) but who were likely to be lo Aus- 
tralia indefinitely should not have to wait 15 years before 
applying for resident status and citizeoship, but should be able 
to apply after five years’ residence This enabled a backlog 
of applicants who had spent fnc years m Australia becoming 
entitled to permanent residence and enabled many of them to 
bring their families to Australia much earlier than would other- 
wise have been possible, thus ending a situation often critici- 
sed for Its clTect on individuals and families 

The two mam categories of people benefited by the elimi* 
mtion of the Cftecn-year rule are 

* the highly qualified Asians admitted in recent years 
for indefinite stay, but on temporary permits; 

• Chinese admitted before 1956 who if they left Aus 
tralia could go back only to Communist China By 
a decision of the Government m 1956 they were 
allovved to stay, but lacking the status of settlers 
and citizens they have been unable to bring their 
Wives and children to Australia 

The most important benefit of the Government’s decision to 
abolish the so-called ‘15-ycar-nilc* was to enable many fami- 
lies who have been separated for some years to be re-unifed 
much sooner than would have been possible under the old 
rule 



SccondK, It wasiJccidcd that applications for enti} by 
well-qualified people wishing to settle m Australia will be

Applications by persons m the above listed categories and 
others m comparable circumstances will be eligible for consi- 
dcraiJon on an individual basis Those admitted will be able 
to apply for resident status and citizenship after five years' 
stay 


In promulgating the revised immigration policy, the 
then Minister of Immigration assured the House that humanity 
and discretion vvjJ}, as m the past, mark the handling of indi- 
vidual cases in the migration field gecexaJly, ‘always wiibAusira- 
ha's interest in view, and always m the hope of allowing sym- 
pathy and consideration to men and women in di/ScuIty, 
always avoiding unnecessarj disclosure of private confidence or 
misfortune’ 
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The announcement of the revued policy m ^^arch 
coreJuded on the note thu both ibe policy and the tnlc^acd 
procedures by uhich it is efTected cannol remiin staiic and 
must be constantly rcMCttetl This process of constant rcsicw 
«.mU continue ’ll ssiU depend on humaniiarun and inter 
national considerations, broad national interest, the accumula- 
ting experience of present Ians and policies and Iheir adnimis- 
Iniion and the need to promote miecration and to asold nsls 
of permanent minorities isithin (he Austrolian commuouj.’ 

Though re-defined from time to time, the policy rules 
and procedures ui)l be administered in accordance rvith (he 
law on principles decided by (he Gosernmcnt with justice to 
indisiduals and for the future welfare of the Australian people 
as a whole 

More non-Europeans Admitted 

A positne element in (be latest changes is that it will 
admit selected non Europeans capable of becoming Australun 
and joining tii Aujtralit’s national dcsclopineai The changes 
arc aimed at accomplishmg some mcfcase in the number of 
non-European settlers wiihm the toniinuing objectiie of a 
prcdominanilj homogeneous society 

rollouing the Governmenra decision in tMarch 1966. the 
Australun Government has approved the entry for residence 
of approximatelv 6,3-12 Well qualified people (trcludmgdepen 
dants^ as on September 30, |970 They consist o{ various laci «l 
groups Very few of them would have been able to enter Australis 
under the policy before t9f6 They came mainly from countries 
like India. Hongkong. Mabysia, Burma. Singapore, Indonesia. 
Ceylon, PhvUppifics, Kenya, Mauntius. Saudi Arabia and 
Pakistan The remainder were former rcjidcnti of 41 other 
countries They included 550 medical practioners, 419 
ecgjneeri, J25 nurjn, 5S arehilectt, 80 arcounfanir, 5J chemiiti. 
eiclodmp pharamacists), and 304 teachers The remainder were 
iptead over 62 other occupotioM 



A brcaK*down of the figures (Source Department of 
Immigration) sbo\sjng Applications for non-European immigra- 
tion approved as at September 30 1970 appears in Table A 
Tabic B ibows the figures classified under broad racial groupings 
Tabic C categorizes them by country of origin, further broken 
down b> ethnic group Tabic D shows the occupational classi- 
fications It will be seen from Tabic B that Tndians-in an 
ethnic sense arc now the largest group numcrcially 

None of the figures given lo ihc above Tables relates to 
people granted the status of residents after entering for tempera 
ry stay, or to people admitted on the basis of relationship to 
residents of Australia Between March 1966 and March 1970 
approximately 5,000 temporary residents had qualified on 
various grounds for permanent residence Besides, 4,000 
relatives of people already residing m Australia had arrived 
sooner than would have been possible before March 1966 The 
figures pertaining to persons of non European descent admitted 
on basis of iclationsbip to persons other than students 
annuall> between 1966 and 1970 arc shown in Table E Table F 
gives the statistics of students granted resident status during 
recent years and their dependants, indicating reasons for which 
setUement was permitted, 

rart-Europcan Immlsrants 

1 able G shows a stilemcnt of arrivals of persons of mixed 
descent (part European) Tlicy arc now coming at the rate 
ofaboutb.OCO a jear, largely because part-European settlers 
of whom some 31,000 had arrived between the" Second World 
War and Julj 1970 have wider rights to bring m relatives 
than have part-Europcans (Until 1964, people of partly non- 
European descent were eligible to enter Australia il they were 
of prcdominantlj European appearance This failed to take 
account of important factors such as hardship, qualifications, 
or relationship to residents of Australia, and in 1964 the Gove- 
rnment substituted for the earlier rule a policy allowing these 



factors to be considered Srace 1945 some 31,000 people of 
mixed descent base settled jq Australia) Their relatives 
are let iQ without regard bang paid to their colour etc., and 
in this way a growing number of parf-Europeans are now 
finding enirj who are likely to be taken as non Europeans by 
the Australian host community 


Temporary Visitors and Stadeots 

Quite separate provisions exist for temporary entry of 
visitors and students They are not entitled to stay rn Australia 
mdcfiniicly The provisions applying to the entry of settlers 
do not apply to them The most icmporary entrants arc short- 
term visitors Another important group comprises more than 
] l,0C0 students chiefly from Asian and Pacific countries , I.fiOO 
of the students are in Australia under schemes of Government 
sponsorship and (he remainder are private students admitted 
for education and iraming which will be of value to thcif 
own countries (n the case of students, the Government's 
policy staienent emphasized that *ii would be quite wrong 
and most unfair to the developirent of countries whence they 
came to offer to the 11,000 Asian Students in Australia the 
right 10 settle m the country after five years* study The 
objective of admiiting these young people to use educational 
facilities which ate both expensive to the Australian Govern 
metit and m great demand IS to help the students* homelands 
by ircreasing their numbers of qualified people The Govern- 
ment’s decision, therefore, does not relate to people expected to 
leave Australia after limited temporary residence, but does 
apply to those who have been in Australia for long periods or 
who are likely to be allowed to stay indefinitely 

The Government has assured that the programme of al- 
lowing young people to come from other countries as students 
will continue Greater efforts will be made to ensure that the 
courses undertaken will be of recognized value to the students* 
homelands when they return there In view of the need to 
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ensure most cfTeciive use of scarce places at Australian umver* 
sitics and other mstitutjoos, the intending student's ability to 
undertake his course successfully will be examined carefully at 
the time of application for entry and hts progress will be 
assessed annually 

I Qoking Ahead 

The position at present IS that non*Europeans are being 
approved for settlement in Australia at the rate of about 4,000 
a jear Roughly 3,000 of these are immigrants regarded by 
the Department of Immigration as being ‘well-qualiBed’ m 
80 occupational sense, plus their dependants The numbers 
coming from any one developing country have not been 
such as to evoke concern over depriving such countries of badly 
needed qualified people Whcie the governments of the appli- 
cants’ countries may be concerned over loss of qualified people, 
there will be appropriate consultation, as Australia must not 
contradict the aims of the Colombo Plan and other efforts to 
help such countnes’ development The remaining thousand 
are non-European students already in Australia wbo have been 
allo'Aed to stay oo, usually because they have married Austra- 
lians or because their qualifications arc not m demand at home, 
dependants and other relatives of these students, and other 
non Europeans admitted on a basis of relationship 

Australian policy on non-European immigration has stea- 
dily liberalized even within the period since the important 
policy changes of March 1966 ; and the estimates given are 
based on figures for the last twelve months for which data are 
available It may reasonably be assumed that m future the 
number of non-Europeans admitted on the basis of relationship 
to persons other than former students is likely to fall some- 
what, chiefly because the tragedies of family separation which 
were such a deplorable outcome of Australian policy before 
March I, 1966 have now been ended 



Whillier Immigration Policy ? 


Will Australia open her doors wide for Asian immigrants 
in the near future 7 If not, where is the scope for misration on a 
larger scale than at present ’ These are genuine questions 
which ma} arise in the mind of an Indian who is interested in 
Australia And on the face of ii. the ‘White Australia* polic\ 
appears sound, rooted m histor> and economtcallv viable 
Elsewhere in this book we have seen that the com 
petition of Chinese labour had served as a hand*lever to 
prop up the racial policy Over the jears, politicians and 
ccanomtsfv have been adding plausible defences to 
sustain the policy and to cover op its racial hue Bui how long 
will they be able to hold on ^ When we probe into some of the 
arguments put up by protagonists of 'White* Australia 
we can be confident that they wiH not stand tong against time 
end history History is metabolic so i$ the poliev of a nation 
1: has to move with time, or time will drag it on 

Foremost of the arguments IS that a restrictive policy on 
migration is needed to keep wages and living conditions at 
optimum level This bebef is a hangover from the days of 
Chinese competition and docs not bold good at the present 
day The.assumplion that admission of coloured immigrants 
would whitile down wage rale is contrary to faers The adverse 
effect, if at all, that can be anticipated of any marked addition 
of coloured immigrants can at best be only transitory and will 
be nullified by the seitiBg m of forces working for economic 
equilibrium. The coloured immigrant, unlike the Chinese of 
tJic past, IS alive to ihc modern concept of equal wage for equal 
work Therefore, it v^ou{d be more rational to suppose that 
once entrred. he would demand and get the same wages as 
the white men among whom he works This has been the 
experience of fndians working »n Bnuin, Africans in rrance, 
ard Maoris in ^ew Zealand. 
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Another mgenious argument is that the policy helps pre- 
senting social disharmony The basic aim of the policy is 
preservation of a homogeneous society It needs no pedagogy 
to comince the enlightened Australians of the folly and dang- 
erous implication of this argument as they had been victims of 
and witnesses to the distress wrought by a World War triggered 
by history’s arch-champion of racial homogeneity Probably 
the protagonists had before them examples of the happenings 
in the southern states of the United States where the white and 
coloured people found it difficult to co-exist, or they had a 
premonition of the conflicts in South Africa Against this, the 
majority of Australians should be aware of the case of Latin 
America where the whites, natives and the immigrants from 
Africa and India live together and make up a homogeneous 
society without any friction 

The question of immigration when viewed objectively 
revolves around one incontrovertible factor it has to be con- 
trolled wall reference to the specific needs of Australia's man- 
power requirements, keeping lO view the aim of an optimum 
society Geographic (central Australia is and) and climatic 
(north 1 $ tropical) have made the population ^to concentrate in 
south nod south-east coasts Large scale migration, the Aust- 
nlian leaders fear, will affect the standard of urban life With 
more immigrants veering around big cities where chances of 
lucrative cmployrneni arc higher, there has been increasing 
pressure on education, housing, prices, and health and welfare 
services. Most non-Government economists have capitalised on 
thb cue aod have cautioned that large scale migration hinders 
rather than helps (he economy To drive home the point, they 
pointed that immigrants cost between £ 300 and £ 500 miJhon 
aycar— roughly a quarter of nation’s export earnings But can 
these economists Ignore the interrelation of higher wage, con- 
sumption and saving, the immigrants who get a higher wage 
than what they could get m their home country will succumb to 
conspicuous consumption. They will crave for superior things 
and the propensity to consume is spiralled up which in turn, 



results in saving TIus saving in national income will ever 
tually convert the dram on immigrants into an investment 
Wisely, the Australian government had so far jusified migra 
tion on grounds of manpower requirements and the expansion 
of domestic marKet 

Another argument IS that coloured immigrants would be 
abundant carriers of diseases to which they bad become im 
mune, but not the Australians As a proof, the protagonists 
claim that Australia never had any outbreaV of contagious 
disease In the light of developments in pharmacology and im 
munolog>, and the strict screening procedure and medical check 
up of immigrants adopted by Australian missions abroad, IhU 
argument fails to convince even the most credulous 

The plea to vvipeofT vestiges of racialism from the pohcv 
has come from within Enlightened Australians— politicians, 
educationists and economists— have voiced concern at the 
eonimuanee of a racial policy while the rest of the world is 
moving towards unnersal brotherhood It was this concern 
that prompted Dr Kenneth Rivett, Chairman of the New South 
Wales Association for Immigration Reform, to remark ‘ It is 
fair to say that there is no longer a rigid ‘White Australia* 
policy but decisions are still being made on grounds of col 
our" '\e have nowhere to go for evidences of this lurking 
colour prejudice but to the working of the policy itself Th- 
following curbs still persist 

• For admission of non European migrants 'special 
qualihcatfons* are insisted , 

• The liberalised policy promulgated m 1966 forbids the 
co’ourcd immigrants from bringing their adult children, 
parents (if the) arc not dependants) and their brothers 
and sisters , 

• Asians wjlh good knowledge of English who can hold 
clerical and allied jobs, and who can perhaps improve 
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thejr qualifications while m Australia are still excluded, 
so arc tradesmen, shopkeepers, etc, nbilc illiterate 
workers from southern Europe and Turkey are being 
admitted (Some of them never learn to speak English) 

In spite of these, the ball of change has set rolling 
And Australian leaders are aware of it John Gorton, Prime 
Minister, told a meeting of the New South Wales Young 
Liberals m October 1970, that the immigration policy appeared 
‘unjust' on moral grounds With his characteristic candour 
he spelt out the reason that though liberalised since 1966, st 
IS easier for u person with a white skm to enter Australia than 
it js fox a person of dilTerent colour*. Hovv far the Australian 
Government proposes to go ahead towards removing (be 
anomalies and with what speed is a matter for conjecture 
It seems the Government at present does not want to go ahead 
of public opinion which by all reckoning is gaihcring mo 
mentum 

Looking at the liberalisation of 1966, we conclude 
that the rigid policy has been gisen a shake-up and a new 
policy has emerged with some salutary provisions regarding ad* 
mission of non-European immigrants These are 

• non-Europeans other than students can now apply for 
resident status and citizensbip after five years* 
stay m Australia (instead of fifteen years as it wa't 
previously) ; 

• they can bring their spouse, minor unmarried child- 
ren and aged dependants. 

• 'well-qualified' non-Europeans are admitted 

The provisions have shown tangible results The 
developments since 1966 augurs well for Indians 
It 15 clear that racialism which orcc cbaracteri'ed the 
immigration policy is on progressive decline Public opinion 



wiJhtn and llie developments elsewhere m the world m 
regard to immigration will accelerate this process When the 
few remaining anomalies, which arc nevertheless serious in the 
eyes of an Indian, are done away with, there is scope for 
increased volume of migration from this subcontinent. If 
Canada and the Untied Stales could waive the restrictions and 
benefit from immigrants, there is co reason why Australia can- 
not There are a large number of professionally qualified 
Asians, including Indians, who speal^ English fluently and are 
able to pay ther passage, but arc still excluded. 

One should concede that Australia has the right to decide 
what sort of immignnts she would admit for the development 
of her resources She has also the right to safeguard her society 
from being split into conclaves of diflereni races leading to 
social disharmony which, however, is unlilely to happen, as 
present day nationalism has its roots on geographical boundi- 
nes, common government and hnguage rather than on 
dynasty, race and religion 

The suggestion that Australia should fw quota for each 
Asian country was not favoured The reaction of Mr Lynch, 
Minister for Immigration, was that the quota systenv would 
be open to attack on the grounds of discriminating between 
one country and another It would, however appear that 
adoption of quota system will go along way m removing 
the misgivings of the Asian people and improving Australia's 
diplomatic relations A long-term policy based on mcial 
equality and attuned to manpower requirements will prove to be 
profitable to Australia and in the event of Iter adopting this, 
she will not find productive Indians wanting 

An encouraging sign for the Indians is Australia’s current 
stand on 'assisted passage* to coloured immigrants from 
Europe. This may turn out lo be the first stage of a total ban 
on Assisted Passage Scheme Conviction is growing m Australia 
that the country gams little from this scheme though Britain 



subsidises it Statistics reveals that the Bnesh make (he worst 
immigrants The ‘assisted passage* is a long cruise for many, 
one m six returns to Britain as compared to one m nine non. 
Europeans who are not covered by this 'chemc This is m spite 
of the fact that the British speak the same language and can be 
easily assimilaled into national life The home sick Briton has 
thus proved not a compliment lo economy while an Asian 
immigrant who will readily adopt the country, nil! become an 
asset to the nation In all probability, therefore, Australia 
may scrap the Assisted Passage Scheme m the near future 
And once this is done, the annual figure of British migrants 
Will become half of what it is today 

In this yet age of fast communications and shrinking 
distances, the dividing l>ne between nations is steadily vanish- 
ing, giving emergence to the idea of a world family of nations 
In this grand concept, national interests will be subordinated 
to the broader world outlook of universal brotherhood There 
can be no doubt that Australia will subscribe to ibis noble 
ideal and move fast enough towards this goal There are clear 
indications that she will

and communication facilities, broadcast equipment and 
I'gnite mining Mare than 1,203 Australian experts have 
worked m Colombo Plan countries m tbe last 20 years coain- 
buliDg technical knowledge to tbe solution of their development 
problems and taking home direct experience of Asian con- 
ditions About 8,000 Asian students have been trained m 
Australian universities and Iccbnical colleges under Colombo 
Plan awards 

Australia IS a foundation member of the United Nations 
Commijsion for Asia and the Far cast (ECAFE) Sbe was 
granted a special position for 17 years as a non regional mem- 
ber because of her geographical position and regional interests 
In 1963 she was admitted to full regional membership m re- 



cognition of her growing connecUon with Asian aflatrs Tcchm* 
cal and financial assistance is provided by Australia for four 
major ECAFE projects the Mekong Riser Project the Asian 
Institute for Economic Deselopntcnt and Planning the Asian 
DsNClopmcni Bank and the Asian Highway 

Deeply interested m the security of south east Asia, 
Australia has provided practical eiidencc of her readiness to 
support many countries of the region when f heir freedom was 
under attack 

Australia is linked to the United States and to non Com 
munist countries tn the region by se%eTa\ mutual sccunly 
pacts The ANZUS treaty signed between Australia Ncv. 
Zealand and the United States m 1951 provided that in the 
event of an armed attack on any one of them each would act 
to meet the common danger in accordance with constitutional 
practice In 1954 Australia joined vvith the United States 
Bntatn France, Pakistan New Zealand Thailand and the 
Philippines in a collective defence treaty known as SEATO A1 
though SEATO is primarily a defence arrangement, it is also 
concerned with the economic welfare of the people of the 
treaty area Australia is the only member to operate a special 
SEATO aid programme More than C 10 million lus been dis* 
tnbuted by Australia to three member countries Pakistan, 
Thailand and the protocol State of Vietnam 

Australia has exerted her influence in the United Nations 
She has been twice a member of the Security Council three 
times a member of the Economic and Social Council and a 
member of the Trusteeship Council since its establishment 
She is an executive member of the World Meteorological Orga 
nization and the International Telecommunications Umoa and 
a member of the board of governors of the International Ato 
mic Agency Support for the Commonw ealth is also a significant 
aspect of Australian policy
